late News from Fort Plcteens. 


From tbo Milwaukee "Wisconsin, 


We'were astonished, and at the same time 


gratified, at welcoming here to-day a former 
fellow townsman, direct from tho state of 
Florida, C. S. A.; who left there on the 17th 
inst:, having been informed that he should 
be ordered off in a few days, nnd who comes 
well informed, as to iPensacola matters.— 
When he left Florida there were about 2,000 
rebel troops at Pensacola, and 10,000 rebels 
at Warrington aud in the vicinity. .They 
were mostly a fine body of troops, especial- 
ly those from New Orleans and Mobile.-— 
Asids from these, however, they are rather 
an insilbordinate'set—particularly Zouaves. 
Nobody attempts to control them. 


It was expected when he left .that an at- 


tack would be made upon Fort Pickens in 
a few days. Everything indicated it. 
Jeff 


Davis was there the week before, and Beau- 
regard was there jast previous to that. The 
rebels had removed everything from, the 
navy yard, and all their provisions and eve- 
rything that they feared could be destroyed, 
had been moved back, out of range of the 
shells from the fleet. It was estimated that 
there rnrght be 3,000 or 4,000 government 
troops on the island and iu. the fort, but as 
to the reserve force on the vessels nothing 
was known. The. policy had been pursued 
by the government, to keep as many men 
on the vessels as possible, on account of 
the liability to sickness on Santa Eosa Is- 
land and iu the fort. 


Bragg, who has command of the troops 


at Warrington, is the same Gen. Braxton 
Bragg who was with Taylor in Mexico. He 
has sunk old vessels in the channel oppo- 
site Fort HeEae, so that the government 
vessels in passing into the bay, would be 
obliged to sail directly under the guns of 
Fort McEae. They were also, when he 
left, preparing to tow the dry dock loaded 
with stones, down from the uavy yard, and 
sink it in the only portion of the channel 
yet remaining open by which government 
vessels could enter the bay. 
Report says 


that the rebels had 200 (other reports said 
180) heavy guns and mortars bearing on 
the fort, all prelected by sand bag batteries, 
some of which are masked, and it is be- 
lieved their existence is unknown o,t Fort 
Pickens. These guns all bear upon the 
weakest part of the fort, the walls of which 
are brick, and badly constructed. Masons 
have been employed in repairing cracks 
nearly ever since the fort was completed.— 
It is a bomb proof> casomated fort, howev- 
er, without any wooden materials exposed 
to the enemy's fire. 


Our informant thinks there is a strong 


probability that the fort will be taken, how- 
ever much he may wish otherwise. The 
rebel troops in that vicinity are perfectly 
exasperated and will fight to the death.— 
They also understand the use of arms per- 
fectly, having been accustomed to the use 
of them almost from their childhood. 
He 


also says that they are tough,'excepting 
the city companies, who arc finely drilled, 
but who are mostly clerks aud effeminate 
young men, with not so great powers of en- 
durance. 
Gen. Bragg's discipline is very 


rigid. 
He found that when whisky was giv- 


en to the troops, ho had no control over 
them, and so he has forbidden its introduc- 
tion into camp, and in fact had all there was 
in Warrington destroyed. 


Still the soldiers manage to get about all 


they want, and it makes tEem reckless and 
uncontrollable. 
Onr informant states that 


Bragg is so strict, that he has ordered some 
of his own men to be shot on a failure to 
discharge their duty. One case he knew of 
particularly, where a fine young man from 
New Orleans, whose father was therewith 
him, 
and who was a man of means. The 


young man had a habit of oversleeping 
himself, and he did so on an important 
guard one night, when Bragg had him shot 
as a warning to others. The strictest mili- 
tary law prevails about Pensacola aud War- 
rington, although they have not as yet pro- 
claimed martial law. 
Everything is con- 


ducted with the utmost secresy. 
Not a 


word is published in the papers except 
what they desire to have published to the 
world. He said it was a fact, thitt he had 
often learned more about matters in that 
state, from the New York papers, than he 
could find in the local papers. There were 
considerable many northerners still there, 
many of whom would be unable to get 
away, although they generally all desired 
to. They were under the most oppressive 
surveillance, and many a northerner'had 
been quietly disposed of on suspicion, or 
from not being able to give-an account of 
himself satisfactory to them.

permitted to get into the papers. 
One 


uight two or-, three of the picket guard at- 
tached to the fort, on Sauta. Bosa island, 
were taken up by a scouting party from the 
rebels, who had crossed over to the island, 
and the men were taken over-to Pensacola 
and "paddled/1—a process of-punishment 
with a flat board, and it ia supposed they 
were afterwards shot. 


There were three government vessels off 


Fort Pickens when he left, and three more 
cruising about in the gulf. Our informant 
is a gentleman of the greatest intelligence, 
and most extensive business capacity, and 
a warm-hearted northerner.

THE MEANEST THEFTON- KECORD.—Some 


little while since the Cleveland barque D. 
0. Pierce, loaded with goods for England, 
was driven into Norfolk, Va., by the stress 
of weather, and had to go into dry dock.— 
Before her repairs were completed the. 
troubles at Norfolk broke out, and the dock 
owners demanded pay for the work already 
done. The drafts and securities offered in 
payment were 'refused, the work stopped, 
and the vessel kept in dock at an expense 
of $25 per day. 
The owners at length 


placed $3,000 iu New Yorkrand after much 
difficulty a firm in Norfolk was found to 
negotiate a draft on that city. The work of 
repairs on'the vessel proceeded. 


It now appears that when the repairs 


were completed, the bills all paid, and the 
vessel launched, the thieving scoundrels of 
Norfolk seized the vessel, scuttled her, and 
drove Capt. Gale and his family, who were 
on board, out of the city. The cargo had 


been previously:placed under the protection 
of the British Consul, being .British 'goods, 
and it is supposed1 the .barque- was;, sunk 
before her cargo was. re-loaded,'. so as to 
avoid complication, with that government.

Ttoe Course of Englnutl. 


The speech of Lord John Russell in thi 


English House of Commons, on the 6th o 
May, is causing some uneasiness. It can 
scarcely be misunderstood. He means to 
recognize the rights of the Southern Con 
federacyasa "belligerent;" that is, if a 
Jeff. Davis privateer takes a northern ves 
sel as a prize, it will be received in an Eng 
lish port and sold. 
When such a course as 


that is taken, there will be instant war with 
England. What then will become of cot 
ton and slavery, the British empire in Amer 
ica, and her power on the seas ? Let Eng 
land dare to do this, and.the world will see 
a contest, such as no history has recorded 


Southern Chivalry. 


Warren A. Wells, who has just returned 


to this city from a nine months' residence 
at Plattsburg, ITo., a little village 30 milei 
southeast of St. Joseph, relates an amusim 
instance of the bravery of southern chival 
ry. A few days after the exploit of steal 
ing the arms in the Liberty arsenal, a com 
pany of seceding Missourians were in camp 
ID the outskirts of St. Joseph. A rumo 
•was, meanwhile, in circulation that Jim 
Lace was after-them. 
Several Union men 


a small squad of fifteen or twenty, conclu 
ded to try the pluck of the chivalrous de 
fenders of southern rights, and accordingly 
proceeded 'quietly to a grove near the en 
campment and discharged a quantity o1 
guns into the air. 
The trump of Gabriel 


summoning a guilty sinner to judgment 
could not have produced more alarm than 
this innocent trick upon the valiant Mis- 
sourians. 
They made a precipitate retreat 


from their encampment to a brick kiln in 
the vicinity, leaving their arms stacked and 
all the campjequipage behind them, and 
sought safety in the arches of the kiln, car- 
rying their desire for protection to the ex- 
tent.of closing up the mouths of the arch- 
es after they-had found a safe ingress into 
the inside. 
Two of the company, however, 


by some means failed to get into the hiding 
place, and one of them pressed into his 
service a mule he found in the vicinity. 
So thorough was his flight that neither man 
nor mule has since been heard of. The 
other fugitive took to his legs for safety, 
throwing off his uniform to escape identi- 
fication, and leaving it in the road, where 
it was picked up the next morning. 


Mr. Wells lived in a secession neighbor- 


hood, and saw repeated demonstrations of 
the secession spirit. Shortly before he left 
PJattsburg, Judge Burch, one of the oldest 
and best citizens of the state, and a slave^ 
holder,-was announced to make a Union 
speech." Threats were at once made of vi- 
olence towards'tlie old man, and he deliver- 
ed his speech without being attacked, only 
by the Union men and his personal friends 
gathering about him and protecting him. 


Mr. Wells says that the most pernicious 


and dangerous persons he has met with in 
the south are a certain class of northern 
men. These fellows pretend to know per- 
sonally the northern sentiment and north- 
ern men. They characterise every person 
in the north as a negro-stealing abolitionist, 
and excite almost to phrenzy the feeling of 
their hearers. These vagabonds and scoun- 
drels richly deserve the halter, and when 
the power of tho government shall be re- 
established in that region, an example 
might properly be made of some of them. 
Among the native residents, the worthless 
and pennyless loafer and whisky drinker is 
the most rabid secessionist. Most of the 
men of property are either quiet, for fear 
of this desperate rabble, or are avowed 
Union men. 


In the assembly, on the 23d, the senate 


resolution requiring bank comptroller to 
make monthly statements of condition of 
banks, was adopted. 


The bill declaring the rights of volun- 


teers, and further defending their privilege 
of exemption from civil processes, was pass- 
ed ; also the bill to provide for the pur- 
chase of arms and equipments for the state.

pointment of a committee to examine the 
vouchers for the .military expenses of the 
state, adopted.

In the senate, a joint resolution was pass-

JamerrlUe JPublic Schools. 


Mr. Levi Cass, the principal of the Janes- 


rlUe High School, has recently prepared a 
statemsnt of the present condition of the 
schools of this city, together with statistical 
and other statements, showing their prog- 
ress, since the year 1855. 
This statement 


has been embodied in the form of a report, 
and printed by order of the board of edu- 
cation. It has been very carefully compiled 
and exhibits in a short space, the working 
and the expenses of our school system since 
it was adopted, and should be examined by 
all who are interested in our schools. 


From this report we learn that the whole 


number of pupils who attended the various 
schools in onr city, during the year 1355—6, 
was 375—during the year 1859-60, the 
number was 1502—increase, 1127. 


The expenses of the schools during the 


first period was $3,819, and the average 
cost per pupil was $10.18. Daring the lat- 
ter period the expenses were $10,180, and 
average cost pep-pupil was $6.3G ; durin 
the past year the cost was $5,08 per schol- 
ar, showing-ihil although the aggregate ex 
penditnre has increased that the average 
per pupil has largely decreased, 
.-•'the expenses of the past school year, 
ending in the coming month of July, are 


, 'partially estimated, and are set down at $7, 


529.98. This is nearly $3,000 less than the 
previous year. This difference results from 
stopping the schools eight weeks, during 
the winter, with a corresponding deduction 
from the salaries of those teachers employ- 
ed by the year, and the discontinuance o: 
two schools for the whole year, one in the 


- first ward and one in the third. 
On ac 


count of the large demand for fuel during 
the coldest weather, with the imperfect 
means of heating the school .rooms, the 
economy of this policy is quite apparent, 
and iu the existing condition of school fi- 
nances, justiBable. The last school ye:u 
consisted of 32 weeks, the previous year 
was 40 weeks. 
• The regular attendance of scholars is one 


- of the best tests of the efficiency of the 


schools which can be applied. 
It shows 


that the system is good, that the teachers 
are doing their duty and that thepupils anc 
parents are satisfied with their schools.- 
Applying this test to our schools the result 
is highly satisfactory. 
The percentage of 


daily attendance at all the schools in 185G 
-57, was 83.5 ; in 1860-61, it was 96.2—in 
crease 12.5. 
The attendance obtained in 


oar 
schools 
is greater than that 
o 


the schools 
of 
either 
Cincinnati, St 


Louis, Oswego or Chicago, and is one o 
the best evidences that they are in the high 
est state of efficiency. 
The progress from 


1855 to this time in this respect shows the 
continued efforts of our teachers and boards 
of education, to make the schools attrac 
tive and useful, and that they have received 
the support of the people.

A 
prisoner of war, to be provided with rations 
and comfortable subsistence uatil the peace, 
or discharged upon parole, ia a very differ- 
ent thing train a captured traitor to be tried 
by the courts and judged by the laws against 
treason. The one enjoys an honorable re- 
straint, while the other may have to swing 
for it. 
• 


Besides, if the President would issue a 


declaration of war against the southern con- 
federacy, it would be after a fashion, an ac- 
knowledgment of its nationality, and give 
it a claim to recognition by foreign powers. 
" Don't you see," Jeff Uavia would say, 
"that the 'late United States ' have declar- 
ed war against us 1 It' wo were regarded 
as rebels, they would catch us if they could 
and hang us. But by declaring war against 
us, they have given us a state in the world, 
which entitle us to your notice." But the 
government, wo repeat, is obstinate on thia 
subject, and persists in taking a sensible 
view of the matter. 
It intends and so de- 


clares its intentions to be,.to put down re 
bellion, peaceably if it can, forcibly if it 
must—all which is intensely disgusting to 
our southern friends. They wouldn'c mind 
being captured by an army and held as 
prisoners of war, but the idea of being ar- 
rested by a constable and Ivied for treason 
is revolting to their pride.—New Tbrk Times,
